Accord- 
ing to the California Highway 
Patrol's accident report, Ashmead 
and Filice were heading north on 
Interstate 5 in Fresno County toward 
Filice’s home in Modesto when 
Ashmead rear-ended a parked 
tractor-trailer truck at 4:20 p.m. that 
day. The driver of the truck was 
tightening his cargo straps when he 
saw Ashmead's van "coming down 
the shoulder (of the highway) at high 
speeds or even greater." According 
to a CHP spokesman, no skid marks 
were present at the site of the 
accident. Filice was airlifted by a 
CHP helicopter to the Valley Med- 
ical Center in Fresno where he 
underwent nine hours of surgery to 
repair compound fractures of both 
legs, both ankles and an elbow, and 
a fractured pelvis. Ashmead, who 
was not injured in the accident, was 
booked at 6:35 p.m. by Coalinga 
police. He was later turned over to 
the Fresno Police Department and 
was held at the Fresno County Jail, 
from which he was released on 
$10,000 bail. Ashmead was a spec- 
tator at the ARRA road races at 
Willow Springs International Race- 
way on Sunday, January 21, where 
he said that he would fly home to 
Palm Beach, Florida, on Monday, 
January 22. He's scheduled to return 
to California to face a preliminary 
hearing on January 29 in a Coalinga 
court. 


According to a spokesperson at 
the Valley Medical Center in 
Fresno, California, on Monday, 
22, Filice has been moved out of 
the intensive care unit and his 
condition is listed as stable. Filice, 
27, underwent an additional four 
hours of surgery on Wednesday, 
January 17, and thus far has 
required a costly 13 units of 
blood. Those who wish to donate 
blood to help alleviate the costs 
can do so at any blood donation 
center by specifying Filice's name 
and the Valley Medical Center in 
Fresno, California.

Knowing your chain: 
Chain care 


Last week we discussed what happens 
to a chain when it's abused and not 
taken care of properly. The bottom line 
was that a neglected chain will have 
a much shorter lifespan, and in some 
cases, can leave you high and dry out 
on the trail or stranded on a lonesome 
highway. This week we'll discuss 
proper chain care. 

Keeping a chain clean and well- 
lubricated is very important. Never 
clean your chain with a high-pressure 
stream of water, such as you would find 
at a car wash, or even with a garden 
hose. Quite simply, water is bad for 
your chain; it will find its way inside 
the chain and cause rust. Don't ever 
soak your chain in solvent, either; 
solvent will remove lubrication and 
dry out the chain internally, allowing 
corrosion to set in. 

If the chain gets covered in dirt and 
mud, you can use a wire brush and 
gently knock off the grit. But the best 
way to keep a chain clean is to use 
a quality chain lube. Chain lube will 
float much of the dirt out from between 
the bushings, plates and rollers. 

"There's more to lubing a chain than 
meets the eye. Most chain lubes come 
in spray cans with small plastic tubes 
that you insert into the spray nozzle 
to better direct the spray. To properly 
lube your chain, you should prop the 
rear wheel up off the ground, spin the 
wheel carefully (don't get your fingers 
caught between the chain and the 
sprocket!), and spray a healthy dose of 
chain lube on the bottom section of 
chain (below the swingarm) from the 
top. Aim the spray into the gap 
between the inner and outer plates on 
each side of the chain and then douse 
the rollers. After a couple of revolu- 
tions, repeat the process on the upper 
section of the chain (above the 
swingarm). 

It is best to lube your chain after 
you've been riding. First of all, the 
chain is warmer and the chain lube 








will seep into the gaps easier. Secondly, 
if the motorcycle isn't ridden right 
away, the lube won't fly off the chain 
as much when the wheel starts spin- 
ning. The lube will soak in better if 
it's given a chance to sit for awhile. 

Even though O-ring chains are 
sealed, they do need lubing. Use chain 
lubes that are specially-designed for O- 
ring chains; the lube is thinner and 
penetrates better. Although O-ring 
chains have grease built into the 
chains, they still need to be lubed to 
prevent external rust and to keep the 
rubber seals pliable. Carefully read the 
labels on the chain lube cans; there are 
differences. 

The correct chain adjustment is very 
important for long chain life. A loose 
chain will put too much of a peak load 
on the chain when the throttle is 
applied, or under braking, especially 
if the wheel begins hopping. If the 
chain is too tight, it creates an over- 
whelming load on the internal trans- 
mission gears, as well as the chain 
itself. 

All motorcycles have different fac- 
tory recommended chain adjustment 
slack, but if you don’t have your 
owner’s manual, you can still easily 
find the correct slack for your motor- 
cycle. You do this by compressing the 
rear suspension until you reach the 
chain’s tightest position. At this point, 
have a tie-down strap or rope wrapped 
around the swingarm and the seat to 
keep the rear suspension compressed. 
Now, you can adjust the chain to where 
the slack is approximately one-quarter 
of an inch, measured at the halfway 
point between the two sprockets. 
Before you cinch everything down, 
make sure the chain is aligned properly 
from the countershaft sprocket to the 
rear wheel sprocket. Don’t rely on the 
alignment markings on the swingarm. 
It’s best to stand behind the motorcycle 
and eyeball the chain’s alignment, to 
see if it’s straight. Then, spin the wheel 
and make sure that the sprocket teeth 
aren’t contacting the inside of the link 
plates. Also, check that the outside of 
the chain isn’t rubbing against the 
chain guide. When you're satisfied, 
tighten down the nuts and bolts 
carefully, ensuring that you don’t 
knock anything out of alignment. 

If you just purchased a brand-new 
chain for your motorcycle, keep an eye 
on it closely for the first few rides. If 
you ride in the dirt, it’s a good idea 
to check the chain’s adjustment often. 
A chain will "stretch" significantly 
when it’s new, but after a couple of 
rides, it will seat. O-ring chains stretch 
less than conventional chains. 

If you follow these simple do’s and 
don’t’s in chain maintenance, your 
chain should give you trouble-free 
performance for a long, long time.

RZ vs. RZV 


Does anyone have a Yamaha 
RZ500 for sale? What are some of its 
specifications, and what are the 
differences between an RZ500 and an 
RZV500?

First of all, Jason, you should know 
that Yamaha’s RZ500 and RZV500 
are powered by liquid-cooled, V-four 
two-stroke engines, and do not meet 
U.S. emissions standards and are 
technically illegal in this country. 
This does not mean, however, that 
there have not been any sold here on 
the gray market. Your best bet is to 
peruse our want ads, as RZs do turn 
up there periodically. Also, there are 
a number of (predominantly Cana- 
dian) dealers who have sold RZs in 
the past, and who advertise in Cycle 
News on a regular basis. The RZ500 
was introduced in 1984; it was a 
worldwide model equipped with a 
steel chassis and a motor that pro- 
duced approximately 95-100 horse- 
power (Canadian models made 
slightly less hp). The RZV500 was 
а Japan-only model featuring an 








aluminum chassis and a detuned 
motor producing about 75 hp. We 
did some checking, and were sur- 
prised not to find an RZ owner's 
club. If anyone knows of the exist- 
ence of a club, please let us 
know . . .

I spend my spare 
time trying to keep the desert open 
for public use and I do not appreciate 
the “‘environmentally-sensitive’’ 
attitudes of most manufacturers. 
When my present bike wears out, I'll 
remember KTM.

Naive view 


Your recent (Kenny) Roberts inter- 
view and the (Alan) Cathcart piece 
on the state of Grand Prix racing 
were informative and well done, but 
raised some issues. Both Cathcart 
and Roberts tend to think that the 
health of the 500 class is excellent, 
although Roberts cannot seem to 
decide if money is or is not a big 
issue among teams. 

From a business perspective, it is 
difficult to understand how any of 
the supporting teams (or on a long 
term basis any team) can run effec- 
tively with the current leasing system 
in place. No business can afford to 
operate for many years without 
building equity. Sponsorship is way 
too ephemeral, particularly when 
coupled with the normal engineer- 
ing and rider performance risks 
associated with any racing to reliably 
assure teams of a continual economic 
base. A year of bad engine problems, 
bad tires, a hurt rider, etc. can plunge 
a team from the top ranks in an eye 
blink, and in the process dry up 
sponsorship. Some sort of staying 
ability (i.c. ownership of equipment) 
is absolutely needed to sustain most 
teams for any long period of time. 

Interestingly, if the Japanese did 
begin selling rather than leasing 
equipment, I think other builders 
would soon appear. Such a policy 
would redirect the financial structure 
of teams in such a way that support- 
ing engine and/or frame builders 
outside the traditional Japanese 
firms would become possible. But 
expecting teams to simultaneously 
accept both the substantial business 
risk of restructuring their balance 
sheets away from a lease structure to 
an ownership structure, as well as 
amortizing the engineering risks that 
developing such engines would 
entail is a remarkably naive view:

In the first confrontation between the 
factory stars before the start of the AMA 
racing season, Frenchman Jean-Michel 
Bayle served notice to the Americans that

Bayle also finished 
second overall in the 125cc Pro class 
behind Jeff Matiasevich. 

The big four Japanese factories 
were out in force as the entire Honda, 
Kawasaki and Yamaha race teams 
were present. Five of Suzuki’s eight- 
man team were also present, the 
missing riders being Guy Cooper, 
Buddy Antunez and Jeromy Buehl. 

A rainstorm moved through the 
Perris Valley the night before the 
event, leaving the track a sloppy 
mess. The rain stayed away during 
the racing, and as the day wore on 
the condition of both tracks used to 
accommodate approximately 450 
entrants steadily improved. 

Camel Supercross and 250cc 
National champ Jeff Stanton led the 
way at the start of the first 15-lap 
250cc Pro moto with Yamaha’s 
Damon Bradshaw close behind. 
Bayle started fifth, stuffed Kawasa- 





ki’s Johnny O’Mara for third on lap 
three then quickly closed in on 
Bradshaw. Bayle closely followed the 


`. Yamaha rider for a lap before taking 


over second, and then it wasn’t long 
before he had first when Stanton fell 
in a turn. 

“T missed a shift in a rut and went 
down,” said Stanton. 

Bayle quickly pulled away and 
held a comfortable lead to the finish. 
Stanton was left alone in second as 
Bradshaw dropped back for a com- 
fortable third. At one point 500cc 
National champ Jeff Ward closed in, 
but faded back to ninth at the finish. 

"I lost the rebound in the rear 
shock," said Ward. “It wasn't a very 
good handling bike after that." 

O'Mara was fourth at the finish 
while Suzuki's Mike LaRocco 
worked up from the tail end of a 
battle with teammates Ron 
Tichenor, Larry Ward and Honda's 
125cc National champ Mike Kied- 
rowski to claim fifth. Kiedrowski was 
sixth over teammate Rick Johnson, 
who capitalized on a bobble by Doug 
Dubach. 

“Trode real sloppy," said Johnson.

“My arms pumped up so I couldn't 
hang on and drive into the turns." 

_ After crashing in the first turn and 
‘sitting out moto one, Matiasevich 
'took the lead as the pack rounded 
turn one in the second moto. Stanton 
nearly crashed approaching the 
second turn, but bounced his way 
into second ahead of LaRocco, 
O'Mara and Bayle. Johnson dropped 
to last when another rider hit and 
spun him around. 

Stanton dropped out on lap two 
with no clutch. According to 
mechanic Dan Betley, the primary 
cover on Stanton's Honda got 
pushed into the clutch and after a 
lap-and-a-half of grinding rendered 
it useless. 

Bayle quickly passed O'Mara and 
stayed at the tail end of a three-way 
dice for first with LaRocco and 
Matiasevich. But Bayle also encoun- 
tered mechanical problems when a 
rock bent his rear brake disc. 
LaRocco pressured Matiasevich for 
several laps, but the Kawasaki rider 
stayed ahead to the finish. 

“I just tried to ride as relaxed as 
possible," said Matiasevich. “I felt 
really smooth.” 

LaRocco held second and Bayle 
was a few seconds behind in third, 
which also gave him the overall 
victory. Jeff Ward charged to Bayle's 
rear fender, then near the end of the 
moto fell back toa distant fourth over 
teammate O'Mara. 

“I tried to bump Bayle out of a 
corner but got caught between two 
ruts and high-centered," said Ward. 
“After that I couldn't get my flow 
going before the race ended.” 

Bradshaw held sixth for most of 
the race until a crash dropped him 
back to 11th and Larry Ward claimed 
the position. 

Dubach held off repeated attacks 
by Kiedrowski for seventh, Yann 
Guedard was ninth and Johnson 
rounded out the top 10. 


Matiasevich led Bayle at the start 
of the first 125cc Pro class moto and 
moved out to a commanding lead 
when Bayle fell on lap three of the 
15-lap moto. After remounting, 
Bayle spent a lap battling by Donny 
Schmit. Bayle then quickly moved 
in behind Matiasevich and took the 
lead after encountering a few laps of 
stubborn resistance. 

Bayle cruised to the win as Mati- 
asevich dropped back with arm 
‘pump. Schmit was a distant third, 
and after a race-long battle Kawasa- 
‘ki’s Jeff Emig got by Erik Kehoe to

Then he encoun- 
tered Suzuki's Denny Stephenson 
who held him off for another two 
laps. 

By the time Bayle worked his way 
to second, Matiasevich had a 12- 
second lead. Bayle charged and was 
closing at least two seconds per lap, 
but time ran out and Matiasevich 
took the win with a few seconds to 
spare. Stephenson maintained third 
and had Davis on his tail at the 
finish. Button was fifth ahead of a 
close battle between Schmit, Emig 
and Kehoe. 

Only four riders entered the 500cc 
Pro class and Gordon Ward easily 
took the win after leading every lap 
of both motos. Willy Musgrave was 
last at the start of the second moto; 
but worked his way into second just 
past the halfway point to wrap up 
second overall. Tim Nash scored a 
pair of thirds and David Bagwell 
rounded out the class. 

Mark Duval ran off with the first 
25-29 Intermediate class moto. Steve 
Piattoni moved by Bill Foy early in 
the race and held second until Greg 
Herbold charged up and took the 
runner-up position late in the race. 
'Tom Engel fought off the attacks of 
Jerry Jackson to claim fourth. Foy 
fell back to ninth at the finish. 

Piattoni got the holeshot in round 
two and opened up a comfortable 
lead on his way to the win. Duval 
fell back to fifth on the first lap, then 
had to pass David Lynch, Jackson 
and Foy on his way to a second-place 
finish and the overall victory. Lynch 
and Foy moved by Jackson before the 
finish, while Herbold fell on the 
second lap and worked his way back 
to sixth at the end. 

Duval didn't do so well in the 
500cc Intermediate class though, as 
he finished at the tail end of the four- 
rider field. After getting beat by 
Kevin Fringer in the first moto, Andy 
Grider turned the tables in moto two 
and clinched the overall win. Darren 
Lindh was third overall with a pair 
of thirds. 

Brian Davis held off Ryan Pauls 
and David Casada for two laps of the 
first five-lap 125cc Novice Division 
One class moto. Davis fell back and 
although Casada stayed close to 





Pauls until the end he couldn't get 
by. Travis Fleming was third over 
Ryan Johnson and Bobby Hubbard. 

The second moto was extended to 
seven laps and Pauls took the early 
lead. By the time Casada had worked 
by Fleming for second Pauls was 
gone with his second consecutive 
125cc Novice class overall win. 
Fleming hounded Casada on the 
final lap but couldn't get by, while 
Johnson battled past Davis only to 
fall back on the last lap. Davis was 
fourth just ahead of Brian Teets. 

Bryan Curtis was one of two 
double class winners. In the first 
division of the 25-29 Novice class, 
Curtis led every lap in both motos 
on his way to the overall win. He 
also led the entire first 250cc Novice 
Division One class moto, but was 
finally stopped in the second round 
by Danny Seyler. A third place finish 
in the first moto left Seyler second 
overall. 

Scott Churchill was the other rider 
to win two classes, and his domina- 
tion started with a pair of firsts in 
the 500cc Beginner class. 

Churchill continued to roll when 
he passed Dave Holland on the 
second lap of the first 25-29 Beginner 
class moto and went on to win. 
Churchill began the second moto in 
sixth, then moved up to snatch the 
lead from Ricky Zeigler on the fifth 
of seven laps to complete the two 
class sweep. .

In his second heat, Diem led at the 
start once more, but couldn't hold 
off the determined, last-lap challenge 
of 22-year-old Charlie Venegas of 
Walnut Creek, California. Diem 
finished second. Diem won his third 
heat race with another strong show- 
ing over Mark Hannah. 

Robert Curry of Rancho Cordova, 
California, scored the win over Diem 
in the final heat race of the evening, 
but Diem's second-place finish 
earned him a total of 10 points, 
which moved him directly to the 
front row of the main event. How- 
ever, the competition was so close for 
the two remaining front-row starting 
positions that a heat race tie-breaker 
was run to decide those positions. 
Venegas won the race to garner the 
second front row position. Scott 
Ormiston filled out the final front 
row spot in the six-man final by 
virtue of his second in the tie-breaker. 

Robert Curry, Rene Mortensen, 
Kevin Hawkins, George Lazor, Pat 
Litt and John Grant gridded for the 
Last Chance Qualifier. The top- 
three finishers from the LCQ would 
make up the back row in the final. 

Curry led the start with Lazor and 
Hawkins dicing for position and Pat 
Litt desperate to move up after a poor 
start. Curry held off Litt to win the 
race, while Litt forced his way past 
Hawkins. Lazor, who had run in 
second, fell with two laps remaining 
to set the finishing order: Curry, Litt, 
Hawkins. 

It was interesting to note that the 
highly-experienced and successful 
Europeans fared poorly during the 
heat races. Both Stancl and Plech 
used a different style than the North 
American riders — they held the bike 
closer in and stood much more 
upright while the other riders kept 
therear wheel hung way out and held 
the bike much lower — this may have 
been a response to the lack of 
traction. Neither Stancl nor Plech's 
bikes would hook up, instead they 
would just slide to the outside of the 
corner. 

"I don't know what's wrong,” said 
Stancl during intermission. “I can't 
make it corner. This ice is not hard. 
I will try and tune the screws.” 

Another excellent rider having 
trouble was Mark Borgman of Lit- 
tleton, Colorado. Borgman is a 
former І.С.Е. National champ and 
the winningest active speedway ice 
racer. 

“This is the worst night ever," 
Borgman said. “I’ve had all bad luck. 
I got clipped; I laid it down and 
stalled the motor. This is probably 
my last year racing and I would liked 
to ‘have done better, but that’s 
racing.” 7 

After a demonstration by Ormis- 
ton and Rob Ball aboard a Kawasaki 
KZ1000-powered sidecar racer that 
had fans on their feet cheering, the 
riders took their place on the grid 
for the six-lap final. 

With cement showing through the 
ice in turns three and four, Canadian 
Ice Speedway champ Diem nailed the 
holeshot and led Ormiston, Venegas 
and Curry into the first turn. Passing 
was extremely difficult within the 
confines of the hockey rink-turned- 
ice speedway track, and Venegas fell 
while trying to pass. Curry moved 
up to third, but looked tired and had 
his hands full holding off Hawkins. 

Up front, Ormiston tried to get 
underneath Diem on the last lap, but 
got in too hot and ran wide, almost 
losing his position to Curry. He 
pulled back down in time to salvage 
second, but Diem was out of reach. 

After the race, Diem was ecstatic. 

“Next to having a baby, this is the 
best thing that’s ever happened,” 
said the 28-year-old Diem. “It was

a lot of work. I had to restud my 
tires after the qualifier because 
everybody thought my studs were 
illegal. After that, everything was 
going my way. My tire worked and 
I got all the poles.”

“I was 
waiting for Warren. to catch that 
concrete," Ormiston explained, “so 
when he didn’t I dove inside, but got 
in too hot.” : 

Curry was not as happy with his 
third place. “I couldn’t hang on,”

Chase Harper soft luggage 


Face it, motorcycles aren't pack 
mules. A few touring bikes are sold 
with saddlebags as standard, true, 
but if your preference in a steed runs 
more toward a basic motorcycle, 
you're eventually going to need a 
way to carry your belongings. 

Recently, I vacationed at my 
parents' place in New York, only I 
didn't fly directly into the Big Apple; 
instead, I landed in New Jersey, 
where I'd arranged to borrow a 
Ducati from Cagiva North America. 

Naturally, the logistics of such a 
trip in terms of carrying one's riding 
gear, clothes and cameras, both in 
an airplane and on a motorcycle, 
required some careful planning. 
Airlines typically allow a passenger 
to carry on two bags and check two, 
and the four pieces of Chase Harper 
Aeropac soft luggage that I brought 
along (tank bag, tail trunk and a pair 
of saddlebags) proved to be just the 
ticket. Forget the rigors of motorcy- 
cle travel; airlines are far tougher on 
luggage, and these machine- 
washable Cordura nylon pieces 
survived unscathed. Even the skycaps 
appreciated the carrying handles. 

As one would hope, they also work 
well on a motorcycle. It was the easy- 
to-use mounting systems which sold 
üs. For starters, there are two differ- 
ent ways to mount the Aeropac II 
tank bag: by affixing Quickclips to 
the seams under one's fuel tank, then 
attaching the tank bag at four points; 
Or by the more traditional three- 
point system. We've tried both 
mounting systems, and prefer the 
three-point system because it's easier. 

'The saddlebags are equally easy to 
install: Two belts with hook-and- 
loop fasteners are draped over the 
seat, while four plastic buckles with 
nylon webbing are wrapped around 
frame rails, turn signals, etc. 

However, it is the tail trunk which 
is the easiest to use, thus it has been 
used the most often. A compartment 
beneath the bag unzips to reveal a 
pair of bungee cords which attach 
to the bike in traditional fashion.

Nolin rolls at 
Barking Spider

YUHA, CA, JAN. 4 


Rob Nolin, District 38 Champion for the 
past three years, cruised to the overall victory 
in the 11th Annual Barking Spider desert 
race held near Yuha, California. 


A rough and rocky track was 
designed for the competitors in 
the Diamond T-Shirt-spon- 
sored event. The course was a 
16.2-mile loop that riders had to 
circle five times. There were three 
checkpoints, a long stretch of the 
Yuha wash, a few rough uphills and 
six 100 mph-plus straights, that the 
120-man field had to contend with. 
While rain drenched much of south- 
ern California, it failed to reach 


Yuha and the riders faced a dry and 
dusty course. 

The start was set in a six row 
format, with all experts and ama- 
teurs on row one, ATVs on row two, 
novices lined up in the third row, 
more ATVs on rows four and five 
and finally all beginners on the final 
row. 

Tim Funk, riding a Duncan Cycle 
prepared Honda CR500, blasted off 
the front row and into the lead at 
the start of the race. Yamaha sup- 


Troy Pierce got a bad start but fought his way through the dust and 
rocks to finish a close third overall behind Funk. 


Dewey Belew piloted his ATK to a fourth overall finish and second. in 
the Open class behind Funk. 


ported Nolin followed and was 
carving his own trail through the 
bushes and the rest of the pack. Troy 
Pierce was stuck in midpack and was 
dodging rock roost and heavy dust. 

About two miles into the race 
Nolin was all over Funk, and as the 
two riders drag raced through a long 
stretch of the Yuha wash, Nolin 
passed Funk for the lead. 

“His bike was faster than mine,” 
Funk said. “I can't believe Nolin's 
250 pulled my modified 500 in the 
long Yuha sandwash.”’ 

“T used a small rear sprocket, that’s 
the secret to my speed," said Nolin. 
“The combination of my Pro Circuit 
motor and gearing makes it hit 
harder and out-rev the 500s. 

“I closed down on Funk a few 
times, he seemed to be bouncing all 
over the place, where I was staying 
low and hooking up, my bike just 
stayed on the ground more, and I 
made a clean pass in the fastest part 
of the track," Nolin added. 

'The Kearney Mesa Yamaha, Race 
Tech-supported rider used consistent 
lap times of 21:30 to put about a 
minute and a half each lap on Funk. 
Funk seemed to slow down after 
being passed, and tried to maintain 
his lead. 

“This is only my third ride since 
I broke my wrist last year at the 
Budweiser 250," Funk said. “I felt 
a little stiff, and the track was rough, 
and real fast." 

Funk held dowri second, but was 
pursued late in the race by a hard- 
charging Troy Pierce. 


“I got a bad start, couldn't see а 
thing and the rocks were really 


flying," Pierce said. ““After a while 
I got up to third, and by the white 


flag I was only 30 seconds behind 
Funk. I was catching him the whole 
race." 


Nolin went on to win by more than 
five minutes. He was followed by 
Funk, Pierce and Dewey Belew. 

In the Vet class, it was 1984 and 
1985 District 38 Champion Todd 
Kennedy all the way. Kennedy rode 


fast and smooth and powered to a 
commanding win and eighth 
overall. 

"Sorry I can't shake your hand, 
after this race I don't have any grip 
left" Kennedy told race promoter 
and D-38 president Fudpucker. 


Roy Basin rode hard in the 125cc 
class and won in a very convincing 
manner. He was pursued early on by 
Craig Smith. Basin finished first ang 
10th overall.

January 31, 1990 GaAs 
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fter dominating minicycle 

MX racing for the past couple 

of years, Buddy Antunez has 

jumped straight to the pro 
ranks and has his sights set on a 125cc 
National title. 

Antunez became practically 
unbeatable in the 80cc Expert class, 
and over the past two years he's 
accumulated numerous wins and 
championships in events such as the 
CMC Golden State Nationals and 
Trans-Cal Series, the NMA Grand 
National Championships and the 
AMA Amateur Nationals. 

While many of his former minicy- 
cle opponents have also moved up 
to larger bikes, they are still racing 
on the amateur circuit in the Inter- 
mediate ranks. Although that is 
where successful minicycle racers 
usually hone their skills on the larger 
bikes before turning pro, 16-year-old 
Antunez moved directly to the pro 
ranks. 

“I felt that riding the Intermediate 
class could've held me back," 
explains Antunez. “You can only go 
so fast, and if you win all the time 
it doesn’t do any good. I'm not saying 
that I would’ve won all the time, but 
my lap times on a mini weren’t that 
far off of the pros’ lap times. I had 
done some testing on 125s and could 
ride them pretty well, so I figured 
I might as well go for it.” 

When Antunez went for it, he 
made the move at an unusual time. 
His original plan, and the path many 
minicycle riders seem to follow, was 
to ride his 80 throughout the 1989 





amateur season, which ends with the 
AMA Amateur Championships at 
Loretta Lynn’s Dude Ranch in 
Hurricane Mills, Tennessee. 

Up to that point his progression 
had been pretty normal. Antunez 
began riding at the age of three in 
his hometown of Ontario, Califor- 
nia, when his father became inter- 
ested in motorcycles and got a pair 
of bikes. At first Antunez says he’d 
just start his bike but wouldn't ride. 
When he finally did venture out of 
the pits, he was hooked. 

Antunez began racing in the 60cc 
class on a regular basis when he was 
nine, and his results earned him 
support from Kawasaki's Team 
Green amateur program. A few years 
later, Antunez was ready for an 80cc

machine, and when he turned 12 he 
moved into the Expert class. 

He also switched to Suzuki at that 
time and came to dominate his class. 
Antunez became Suzuki's number 
one mini rider and was supplied with 
bikes, parts and a mechanic. 
Although Antunez says that he didn't 
receive a salary, he earned enough 
money through his contingency 
program with Suzuki and other 
sponsors to buy a new car. 

But halfway through the 1989 
season, following the NMA World 
Mini Grand Prix, Antunez realized 
that he could no longer stay on an 
80. 

“I felt really unsafe on the 80, I 
was getting so big I couldn't ride it," 
Antunez says. “If I stayed on an 80 
I was risking injury. I couldn't do 
double jumps like the smaller guys 
could, and I didn't like jumping a 
mini. It was also scary going down 
the straights because if I leaned back 
too far I would almost loop out since 
my legs were so long." 

Unfortunately Antunez's last mini 










ride was marred with controversy 
when he and a rival racer had an 
altercation during a race. Two other 
mini riders recently lost their sup- 
port rides for similar behavior, and 
it’s a problem Antunez feels stems 
with the parents, not the young 
riders. 

“You get some dads who see 
something happening, so they auto- 
matically think that’s the way it is," 
explains Antunez. “They don't take 
the time to ask their kid what 
happened. They should take control 
and find out why something hap- 
pened, tell their kid to talk with the 
other rider(s) and if that doesn't 
work, go talk with the officials. You 
shouldn't try to start a big fight. It 
happens sometimes but should be 
avoided.” 

When he left the 80s behind there 
was no problem adapting to the 125, 
yet Antunez started off his profes- 
sional career slowly, entering local 
events and working up to the Grand 
National Championships in Ponca 
City.. In between he raced the 125cc 
class at the Los Angeles Supercross 
and finished llth, then after Ponca 
City he rode the last few 125cc 
Nationals. 

That’s where he learned the dif- 
ference between amateur and profes- 
sional racing. 

“You have to want it a lot more,” 
says Antunez. “At the Amateur 
Nationals you only have a handful 
of guys who are really fast, but at 
the Nationals you look down the gate 
and there are 20 or more guys that 
go good.” 

Antunez vividly remembers sitting 
behind the gate at his first National 
in Washougal, Washington. 

“I wanted to beat them really bad,” 
he recalls. “I was a little too anxious, 
though. I got a good start, but backed 
out a little too early since I didn’t 
know what to expect and didn’t want 
to overshoot the first turn. All these 
guys went by me, holding it on 
longer. I got knocked down in the 
second corner. It sure taught me a 
lot; you can’t back off or give an 
inch.” 

Although Antunez tries to win 
every race he enters, he approached 
those last few 125cc Nationals in 1989 
primarily as an opportunity to gain 
experience. There wasn’t any pres- 
sure from Suzuki to win. In fact, after 
his first race at Washougal he signed 
his current one-year contract with 
Suzuki. 

“Pat (Alexander, Suzuki’s team 
manager) said to go out and try my 
best and try to gain as much expe- 
rience as possible,” says Antunez. 

Although he gained knowledge for 
his assault on the 125cc Nationals, 
Antunez only has one supercross race 
under his belt. That won’t be any 
disadvantage in his quest for the 
125cc Western Regional Supercross 
crown, Antunez says. 

“The only thing I can do is ride 
a lot on Suzuki’s supercross track,” 
Antunez says. “It’s got everything I 
need, and I really like riding super- 
cross. It’s fun and takes a lot of skill 
to get over the whoops and double 
jumps.” 

But while practicing for the super- 
cross races Antunez recently tore 
ligaments in his foot. Despite the 
injury, Antunez feels he’s ready for 
the January 27 Camel Supercross 
Series opener in Anaheim, Califor- 
nia, but admitted, “I won’t know 
until I get on the track.” 

His goals are to win everything he 

- can, stay consistent, pull off some 
overall victories and win the 125cc 
Western Regional Supercross or 
125cc National Championship. 
Only a few former minicycle stars 
have gone on to win National titles, 
and Antunez would like to add his 
name to the list. °

Then, two turns from the 
finish, Jones flew into the lead off 
the last jump, but Hand was able 
to take the inside line in the final 
turn to win by five feet. Eickel passed 
Maurer for third and Kizzar finished 
fifth on his ill-running Suzuki. 

Mike Jones said earlier Friday 
night that he hadn't been getting 
good starts since switching from 
Yamaha to Honda, but as the 250cc 
Pro class went into the first turn, 
Jones had his third holeshot in four 
races. The Yamahas of Eickel and 
Rod Phillips were in front of Hand, 
Kizzar, and Gray. Kizzar and Gray 
passed Hand, but Hand retook fifth 
when Gray killed his engine. As 
Jones styled out front, Eickel pulled 
away from Phillips, who now had 
to contend with Kizzar. Musselman 
had passed Hand, but two laps from 
the end Hand retook fifth place for 
good. Jones won easily, with Eickel 
a strong second followed by Phillips, 
who narrowly beat Kizzar and Hand. 


Saturday night 

The fifth round of the Coors Extra 
Gold Draft Supercross Series was 
highlighted by a trio of riders who 
finished one-two-three in both the 
125 and 250cc Pro main events. 
Export, Pennsylvania’s Jones led 


Hand and Maurer in a Honda sweep. 
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The 125cc Pro final started with 
Maurer leading Jones and Mussel- 
man, with Hand ahead of Eickel. 
Kizzar worked on his Suzuki late 
Friday night and Saturday morning, 
but it still wasn’t running right. 
Kizzar came through the first turn 
in last place, and immediately started 
to work his way through the field. 
Jones moved into the lead on the first 
lap and ran away as Hand passed 
Musselman and set out after Maurer. 
Eickel and Phillips were racing for 
fifth until Eickel made an error. 
Eickel came right back and Phillips 
tried too hard, going down in the 
whoops, and turning fifth over to 
Eickel. Hand was able to get by 
Maurer after three laps of searching 
for a weakness, and Steve Childress 
and Kizzar made it up to sixth and 
seventh. 

The capacity crowd wanted Chil- 
dress to win the 250cc Pro main, but 
everyone expected Jones to be out 
front. Jones didn’t disappoint them 
as he followed Hand into the first 
turn with Eickel third ahead of 
Childress, Musselman and Maurer. 
Jones moved by Hand, but he 
couldn't get away as Hand stayed two 
seconds behind for the rest of the 
race. Maurer passed Musselman and 
then Eickel went down, taking out 
Knox and Musselman. Maurer easily 
held third to the finish as Kizzar took 
fourth and Phillips got fifth. 


Sunday 

The sixth and final round of the 
Coors Extra Gold Draft Supercross 
Series provided an action-packed 
ending to the weekend. 

The 125cc Pro main event began 
with Musselman out front, being 
hounded by Jones and Eickel. Phil- 
lips held fourth in front of Maurer, 
Hand and Kizzar. Jones quickly took 
the lead, and Hand moved by 
Maurer, leaving Maurer and Kizzar 
to battle for fifth. Up front, Jones 
had a sizeable lead. The Musselman/ 
Eickel battle ended when Eickel 
crashed, falling back to eighth. Jones 
and Musselman cruised to a 1-2 
finish, and on the last lap, Hand 
passed Phillips for third. Maurer was 
able to fend off Kizzar to place fifth. 

The final race of the Coors Extra 
Gold Draft/Action Sports Super- 
cross Series, the 250cc Pro main, saw 
Todd Sizemore with the early lead. 
Hand held second ahead of Kizzar, 
who had to put a new clutch in his 
Suzuki before the race, and Jones. 
Two of the weekend's front-runners 
fell out of contention as Eickel and 
Musselman crashed along with 
Gray. Hand and Kizzar passed Size- 
more, and Jones and Phillips also 
moved past Sizemore into third and 
fourth. Kizzar stalled his bike, falling 
to fourth ahead of Maurer. Jones 
moved past Phillips and began 
challenging Hand for the lead. Jones 
flew by Hand. over the Coors cata- 
pault and when Hand tried to repass, 
he went down. Hand still held 
second and Kizzar was right behind 
Phillips. Jones finished the weekend 
with his fifth straight final victory 
ahead of Hand. Phillips held off 
Kizzar for third, ahead of Maurer.

NEW YORK, NY, JAN. 6-7 
Team Green rider Davey Yezek pulled off two 
of three main event wins at the 1990 World 
Sports/USHRA National Arenacross Cham- 
pionships in Madison Square Garden. The 
Mt. Pleasant, Pennsylvania, Kawasaki rider 
finished fourth in the Friday night opener, 
which was won by Kurt McMillen, then swept 
both finals in Saturday's doubleheader. 
Dutchess Rec/Arai/Scott/O'Neal/Bel-Ray- 
backed McMillen was the second overall 
competitor on the weekend with a strong three 
race showing of 1-2-2. New Yorker Timothy 
Beachak, by virtue of his 5-4-3 finishes, was 
the third-rated rider on the weekend. 


Attendance at the Garden was down for this 
year's version of the Big Apple AX, which 
is held in conjunction with monster truck 
racing. Approximately 5000 fans attended 
each of the first two shows but the Saturday 
finale nearly sold out for a weekend total of 
25,000 motocross and monster fans. 





McMillen grabbed the holeshot in Friday's: 
main and ran away with the win, Joe 
Ellington was an early challenger but slipped: 
on lap three, allowing Yezek and Antonucci 
past. Yezek chased McMillen over the final 
eight laps but couldn’t get within "pei. 
distance. A last-lap spill by 14-year-old Yeze' 
dropped him to fourth, allowing Robert 
McCullough into the runner-up spot with Jim 
Mcllvaine claiming third. 

Beachak positioned himself in the lead at 
the start of Saturday afternnon's event with 
МсПуаіпе, McCullough and Yezek riding in 
tow. McCullough crashed out on the third 
lap and by the end of the next lap Yeezek 
had displaced both Beachak and Mcllvaine 
for the lead. McMillen, who had fallen at the 
start, was up to fifth at the halfway point and 
moved into third place by the eighth lap. He 
passed Mcllvaine a lap later but ran out of 
time before getting Yezek in his sights. 
Mcllvaine would place third in the final 
results with Beachak and Antonucci rounding 
out the top five.

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Smith sails to Jackrabbits 
Hare Scrambles win

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, JAN. 14 

The cream rose to the top again as KTM's 
Dan Smith, the desert’s number one Open 
rider, won the first District 37 event of the 
year, the Jackrabbits M.C. Hare Scrambles 
held at Teagle Wash near Red Mountain. 
Prime racing conditions greeted the large 
contingent of racers Sunday as the desert had 
seen more than 24 hours of intermittent rains. 
The weather cleared just in time for the riders 
to prepare for the race and then they were 
treated to a rare, dustless ride. 

“You only get days like this two or three 
times a year," said Yamaha's Grant Palenske. 

The course proved to be the toughest 
opponent for most of the riders who struggled 
to maintain their stamina over the three loops 
of 40 miles each that included some tough 
terrain. 

Kawasaki Team Green's Ted Hunnicutt 
took the lead at the bomb, a lead that was 
to be exchanged with Smith many times 
during the first loop. Smith stayed within 50 
feet of Hunnicutt, then snatched the lead as 
the duo went through a set of whoops. As 
the trail wove its way across a valley, 
Hunnicutt spied a better line and found 
himself in the lead again, but not for long 
as Smith used the same tactics on him. The 
pair was next racing down a sandwash when 
they both lost sight of the trail ribbon. 
Hunnicutt was first to catch sight of the 
ribbon, earning the right to the lead which 
he kept across the next valley that led into 
the Lava Mountains. The twosome rode 
together across a choppy road and Smith 
pulled into the lead as they raced over a couple 
of small hills. Smith stalled his bike going 
down a canyon, allowing Hunnicutt to take 
the lead again. Hunnicutt held onto the lead 
for the remainder of the loop with Hunnicutt 
and Smith entering pit row Just seconds apart. 
It had taken them a few minutes over an hour 
to complete the 40 miles. 

Hunnicutt was first to leave the pits, but 
Smith was right there with him. Five miles 
out, Hunnicutt hit something and tried a 
handstand on his handlebars. He dropped 
behind Smith, who charged ahead with the 
undisputed lead. 

“T was starting to get a bad headache," said 
Hunnicutt. “I worked real hard to keep up 
with him, but my head was hurting so bad 
I couldn't think straight enough to гасе.” 
Hunnicutt trailed into the pits fifth at the end 
of the second loop and called it a day. 


Once Hunnicutt had dropped behind, 
Smith's only competition was the course and 
his own stamina. He won out, taking the 
checkered flag several minutes ahead of the 
second place rider. 

“It’s a nice way to begin the year," said 
KTM's Smith. “И was fun, challenging and 
I loved carving the turns in the hills, but it 
took a lot of strength. At the end of the first 
loop, I thought ‘Okay, this is fun!’ By the 
second, it was ‘Wow, I'm getting tired.” I just 
cruised the third loop.” 

With an okay start, Chris Crandall had to 
work hard chasing riders one at a time to earn 
his second place finish. With his ATK's big 
tank, he was able to bypass first gas, moving 
up four slots in the process. Out for a month 
with a broken foot, he said the longer he got 
into the race, the better he felt. 

“The race was great,” said Crandall. “It was 
so tough, so hard, so different. They sent you 
from one type of terrain right into another.” 

Robert Laughlin was sitting tight in second 
place until he was passed by Crandall on the 
third loop. Riding desert for the first time, 
the former National motocrosser and super- 
cross competitor held on for a third place 
finish.

Palenske was racing a “first” of his own. 
He moved up this year to the Vet class for 
riders over 30 years. He finished fourth overall 
and first in his new class. 

Greg Searle maintained his position 
throughout the three loops to claim the 250cc 
class and was fifth overall. Eric Hallgath 
powered his 125cc to the max trying to keep 
up with the big bikes. He was able to pass 
many in the tighter sections of the course. 
Although he crashed really hard on the final 
lap, hitting his brakes going downhill and 
throwing himself over the bars, he was able 
to get back on and finish the race for a sixth 
overall spot and first in the 125cc class. 


Brad Fay had brake problems of his own 
when he lost his bolt and clamp. That didn't 
stop him from finishing seventh, followed by 
Paul Krause who had run out of steam 
following two strong loops. Rounding out the 
top 10 were Jeff Black and Jim Clark. 

Craig Hunter claimed the first overall 
Amateur title on his KX250, while Bill Maxim 
made his long trip down from Lake Tahoe 
worthwhile by nailing the Senior win. Anna 
Cody Merritt survived all three loops to garner 
the Women's win.

The other big winner was Barry Burke, who 
won the Е-1 and 750cc Superstreet titles. 
Burke, looking dapper in a bolo tie and 
snakeskin boots, thanked brothers Jim and 
Mitch Leonard for all their help, saying, 
“They broke their little butts for me." Burke 
also thanked his fellow Е-1 competitors, as 
well as the ARRA for having what he called 
“а great organization.” 

On a sadder note, ARRA riders school 
instructor Danny Farnsworth requested a 
moment of silence to remember the two riders 
who were killed at Willow Springs this year 
— William Alday and Christopher Van 
Buskirk — and to honor Harry Bresach, the 
late ex-president of the American Federation 
of Motorcyclists.

Kopecky also accepted second place F-1 
finisher Lee Shierts’ trophy, saying, “Hope- 
fully, by now, Lee is home working on his 
new Yamaha T7250." 

Fourth place overall Frank Domino called 
his sponsor, Scott Zachy of Zachy Farms, to 
the stage to present him with a plaque. 
Pledged Zachy: “This is just the beginning 
of Zachy Farms’ involvement in racing." 

And finally, as he entered his 20th-straight 
year of road racing, Mick Ofield presented his 
wife Hilary with a plaque inscribed with “Ри 
Crew of the Decade, 1980-1990."

On January 9, Illinois Governor 
James Thompson signed House Bill 
1359, sponsored by Rep. Larry 
Woolard (D-Springfield), which 
ends a $45 registration fee that was 
previously required for off-highway 
motorcycles and ATVs operated on 
private land. The new law became 
effective upon the governor’s signa- 
ture. Under the terms of the amended 
law, only. those riders who own and 
operate dirt bikes and ATVs on their 
own land are exempt from the 
registration fee, provided the off- 
highway vehicle is not operated 
elsewhere in the state. Previous 
legislation, approved in 1987, levied 
the registration fees to raise funds for 
a Department of Conservation 
(DOC) program to operate state- 
supported riding areas.
